[f you go away out to the Western re- 
gions, where the standard of civilization 
ictst be admitted to be rather low, you 
will find that many of the roads have 
fitted up libraries and club-rooms for 
the use of their train-men. Many of 
these contain gymnasiums and bath- 
rooms, dormitories, reading-rooms and 
all the appliances for enabling the men 
to spend their spare time in the most 
enjoyable manner possible. Every 
means afforded them for self improve- 
ment and culture. Let me call your at- 
tention to another fact. Take the rail- 
roads of the country generally and ex- 
amine their records and you will find 
thatin no other calling do so many of 
the humbler employes rise to positions 
of importance and high honor as in the 
railroad service. This shows that there 
is nothing standing inthe way of the 
railroad employe’s advancement if he 
only possesses the ability to rise, and 
that the high offices of tho service are 
open to the lowest employes, if they but

of the railway employe is as enviable 
as that of any other man who has to 
earn his bread by the sweat of his brow.” 
‘‘No, we are not very much troubled 
now with applications for passes,” said 
a gcneral passenger agent, as he dic- 
tated a letter of refusal to one he had 
received from a book canvasser on the 
ground that during her trip she was go- 
ing to pick up materiai for several let- 
ters to the newspapers descriptive of the 
territory through which the road ran. 
‘‘It was surprising how soon the general 
public became aware of the fact that the 
inter-State commerce law prohibited the 
issue of passes to any but bona fide rail- 
road officials and employes. The law 
had no sooner gone into effect and the 
outstanding passes been recalled than 
the applications for them ceased almost 
entirely. Of.course we occasionally 
have such applications still, but they 
are few and far between, and when we 
do receive them we reply to them as I 
have done to this one, simply by quoting 
tho law and saying it prevents us grant- 
ing the request. Mostof those that we 
do-now receive are of the character of 
this one which I have just now refused 
—from detached newspaper correspond- 
ents or people who imagine that they 
are newspaper correspondents. We re- 
fuse every one of such applications. 
The fact is we never issue an editorial 
ticket except on account of a paper 
which has an advertisement contract 
with us, and then we charge it against 
their account. The law did not make 
any difference in our treatment of 
preachers, It specially exempts all 
ministers of religion from its provis- 
ions, and we always take care of any of 
them that apply by giving them half 
rates. That was always our rule and we 
have notchanged it. The only passes 
we issue, however, are to bona fide rail-

Jt wus born and bred in 
her, is 2 part of her, and so is remarka- 
bly refreshing to a man who bas worn 
his way repeatedly through the panto- 
mimic of the tete-a-tetc with 
women of other breeding and tempera- 
mer. 

Whenthe Cerman girlhbas had her 
little fine, and it isavery litle one, her 
Fran Moma gets herengaged. Hernew 
socicl status is puviished at once to the 
whole world around her. Unannounced 
enzva cements are unknown to the Ger- 
man gitl The instant she accepts a 
young man’s proposal every one knows 
it and recards her as already balf mar- 
ricd. She docs not court the pleasures 
of a helter-skeclter, fast. and loose love 
affair. Shc becomes all wrapped in her 
Fritz, or Mans, or Wilneim at once. 
There is no.more flirting, or corres- 
ponding, or skating, or dancing with 
Other men. She leves her flunce with 
an absorbing devotion vbich is s ldom 
duplicated on this side of the Atlantic. 
She gets no special pleasure from ‘*play- 
ing” him, teasing him, exciting his jeal- 
ousy, or *“‘icading him on.” All she 
wishes is to have him right at hand all 
the time, halding her hand while otbers 
are. present, and her when alone with 
him. This unswerving faithfulness and 
childlike devotion continues well along 
into her married life, and usually to the 
end. The quiet, responsive, undemon- 
strative, trustful German frau is only a 
a natural development of the well-bred 
German girl. 

The German.girl has many cther mis- 
cellancous accomplishments and virtues 
which are little knuwn, and, if known, 
are misunderstood by her iorcign critics. 
She does not drink beer or eat blood sau- 
saze. She never takesa cizarctte into 
her mouth and does not long tobea 
man. She does not drop her handker- 
chief or fan to see a man pick it un, and 
she docs not hurry off her admircrs on 
impossible errands, just to show what 
she cando with them. She does not ac- 
cept all the presents that the menof her 
acquaintance will give her, ani she does 
not tell white lies when it is just as von- 
venient to speak the truth. She nover 
flirts in the street. She always draws on 
both gloves before leaving? the house, 
and does not remove them bofore return- 
ing in dovrs.. She nevor annoys her es- 
cort by staring surreptitiously at other 
men and asking who thoy are, and she 
dows not cut duty dances to talk with 
her favorite. She never tells a caller 
‘the is quitea stranger,” does not wear a 
big hat at the play, and does not giggle 
and whisp r during tha ope. she is 
appreciative of small favors, liclieves 
that young men haye a fow. rights tyat 
young women are bound: to respect, and 
acts up to this belicf. 

In. short, the German gir! is warm- 
hearted, well educated and w=!!-bred. 
Sho is kind, pationt and grateful. She 
is too sensitivo to doa rude act, and too 
full of ideals to doa meanone. She 
may lack, as hercritics say, consummate 
briltiancy, and beauty,and art, butall the 
rest of the world of attractions is hers.
